The new method for settling- labor 


disputes is a proposed

wages and working conditions, Senator 
Cummings said, adding: 
"'It creates a committee of wages and 
working conditions, which is to be com- 
posed of eight members, four represent- 
ing- labor and four representing- the raU 
•way companies. Each railroad craft is 
to nominate candidates for this commit 
tee and the board is required to appoinr 
four from among such nominees, eacn 
railroad corporation is to nominate a 
candidate for' membership and the board 
is to appoint four persons from among 
such nominations. This committee is to 
consider all complaints submitted by 
representatives of the employes or of 
the carriers, and is to decide by a rna 
jority vote, and its decisions are to be 
certified to the transportation board. 
If the committee of wages and work- 
ing conditions is evenly divided upon 
any dispute, the whole matter is to be 
certified to the board, and the decision 
of the board is final and constitutes a, 
governmental judgment with respect to 
the matters in controversy.

Northern Europe Stock- 
ed With Foodstuffs Held 
For High Prices. 


Paris, Monday, Sept. l-^-A distressing 
era of speculation in "foodstuffs in the 
United 
States and 
throughout 
the 
world's .primary food market is largely 
responsible for high food costs, in the 
opinion of Herbert Hooyer, chairman 
of the inter allied relief organization, 
who on the eve of his departure for 
the United States, granted the Asso- 
ciated Press an interview otday. 
Wharves and warehouses in northern 
European ports are overflowing \vitli 
foodstuffs, principally meats, fats and 
dairy products, sent by merchants all 
over the world, Mr. Hooyer said. These 
merchants, he declared, had gambled 
"on sales in Poland, - Czeeho-Slavokia; 
the Baltic States and Germany at high 
prices but these states have only a de- 
preciated local currency and many com 
modities are in danger of spoiling as 
the central European ' market for food 
stuffs is limited to the ability of the 
peoples to buy on credit. 
"This year's speculations," Mr. Hoov- 


er said, "are due, in my opinion, chiefly 
to the'belief of food merchants and 
manufacturers that when ,th6 blockade 
was" removed there'would be an enor- 
mous demand for foodstuffs and other 
commodities in central "and eastern Eu- 
rope." 
Asked how food speculation could be 
stopped ' in America,'" Mr"."'Hoover re- 
plied: 
"Attorney General Palmer is on the 


right track when he endeavors to break 
down speculation and seeks to secure 
powers never possessed by former ad- 
cinistrations' to enable him to accom- 
plish' this step. 
The situation is one 
:hat may well 'cause anxiety also from 
another point of view. We are now 
coming into a flood of production of 
foodstuffs in the northern hemisphere 
and will have a great" surplus in the 
United States. If in the meantime, Eu- 
•ope has "not 
found credits to purchase 
the coining winter's supplies, we are 
ikely to have a glut and prices may 
fall below the cost of production to 
American farmers.
